Its capital stock ($1,875,000") was, un­ 
til reoontly, greater, than that of any 
otber bank in PennS3'ivania, and but 
one bank now (the Farmers and Me­ 
chanic's of Philadelphia) has a greater 
capital. These circumstances, Und its 
popular naqie, bad given it such a pres­ 
tige, that generation after generation 
had grown up in the belief that it was 
one of the safest and best banka in the 
Union.. Men distinguished for their sa­ 
gacity considered its stock the most 
reliable investment .they could make, 
and we hear every day of people of the 
most prndent and cautions character 
who had a large proportion of means 
in jt, and who will loose nearly their 
all by its failure. Until within thb 
last few yeato it always had the reputa­ 
tion, and, no doubt, deserved it, of .be­ 
ing honestly and prudently managed, 
gnd its stock readily sold at a high 
premium- 
Within tho last month, 
however, its notes have been at a dis- 
eounft of from ten to forty per cent. 
Its depositors hsvc been uneasy about 
the safety of their deposits, and its 
stock has been selling lately at 310 per 
share. Those who have been indus­ 
triously investigating its affairs find its 
condition indeed deplorable. 
There 
seems no reason to doubt, however, 
that jte circulation will all he fully re- 
doeipcd, that its depositors may rccoivo 
tho amounts due them, but whether the 
stockholders will receive nnytliing, or 
if they do, how much, aro matters of 
conjecture. It seems certain that near­ 
ly the entire capital stock has been lost. 
Whatever maybe saved from the wreck 
will bo only a small portion of tho 
whole.

By his mismanagement 
of the bank and his precipitation of sus­ 
pension, he has done more mischief in 
connection with the lato financial trou- 
l'lesvthan any other American bank offi­ 
cer, and it is but natural that execra­ 
tions should be heaped upon him by 
the many victims of the bank fail­ 
ure, and a largo portion of the commu­ 
nity.

first elected its President in February, 
1853, and speedily bocarno tho ruling 
spirit of the institution, entirely regu­ 
lating and controlling ::!! >U l.v.niao 
tlons. Mr. Alliboxe was a bold, ablu, 
and, as the result proves, an unscrupu­ 
lous niarj. ,ne brooked no interference 
witfi’his management. Tho cashier oc­ 
cupied1 a much more subordinate and 
uninflqcntial position in the bank than 
sdeh officers usually do. Mr. Alli- 
bonz’s control over a largo amount of 
the stock óftho bank, united to his tact 
arid ^activity, enabled him to havo boards 
of directors personally friendly to him

•other inflaqqees, elected, and a number 
of these have barely enough stock in 
tho bank to legally qualify them to be­ 
come djrectors. Men disposed to dis­ 
trust him, or to bo inconveniently in­ 
quisitivo, wore removed fromthe board 
at the .first, opportunity. The sphore 
of independent action whichhe reserved 
for Jiiuiself in the bank, was afmost un­ 
limited. Its true condition was known 
only to himself. Of the total business 
of foe bank only a small portion was 
done with tho knowledge or sauotioa 
of the board.
